[seat] THE STATE OF NEW HAMPSHIRE 
To the Inhabitants of the Town of Newton, qualified to vote in 
Town affairs: 


You are hereby notified’ to meet at the Town Hall, in said 
Town, on the second Tuesday of March next, at nine o’clock 
in the forenoon, to act upon the following subjects: 

1. To choose a Town Clerk, three Selectmen, Town Treas- 
urer, Tax Collector, Auditors, Road Commissioners, Trustees 
of Public Library, Constables, Sealer of Weights and Measures, 
Measurers of Wood and Bark and Surveyors of Lumber, 
Health Officers, Fence Viewers, and all other necessary town 
officers and agents for the ensuing year. 

2. To raise such sums of money as may be necessary for 
paying the town debts and defraying the interest thereon, for 
the support and maintenance of the Public Library, and for 
other necessary charges arising in said town. 

3. To see if the town will vote to raise and appropriate 
_ $25 for Memorial Day purposes. 

4. To hear the reports of the Town Treasurer and Board 
of Selectmen to the Town Auditors, the reports of the Auditors, 
Agents, Committees, or other officers heretofore chosen or 
appointed, and to pass any vote relating thereto. 

5. To see if the town will vote to authorize the Selectmen 
to hire money in anticipation of taxes. 

6. To see if the town will vote to raise and appropriate 
money to repair the interior of the Town Hall. 

7. To see if the town will vote to establish a price for the 
use of the Town Hall. 

8. To see if the town will vote to raise money for the ex- 
termination of the Gypsy and Brown-tail moths. 

9. Tosee if the town will vote to raise extra highway money 
to receive State aid and for maintenance.

10. To see if the town will vote to extend the street lighting 
system by placing two lights on the street known as ‘‘ Heath 
Street,’’ in said town, one lamp to be near the residence of 
Charles Dart and one lamp to be near the residence of Frank 
B. Currier, and if so voted to make the necessary appropria- 
tions therefor. 

11. To see if the town will vote to buy a road machine and 
make appropriation for the same. 

12. To see if the town will vote to raise money to improve 
the Old Town Cemetery. 

13. To see if the town will vote to extend its lighting system 
by placing six lights over and on the streets known as the 
‘“‘Chase road”’ and ‘‘Pond Road” in said town, said lights to 
be located by the lighting committee, the last light to be 
located near the residence of Sumner Hoyt, and make the 
necessary appropriations therefor. 

14. To transact any other business that may legally come 
before said meeting.

Report State Tax Commission, 1914 


INCREASE IN PuBLIC EXPENDITURES 

No power has constituted the members of the tax commis- 
sion guardians of the public in respect to expenditures for the 
support of government, and they have no disposition to assume 
that role. Nevertheless, ‘economy being a most essential 
virtue in all states,’”’ and it being ‘‘the duty of legislators and 
magistrates * * * to countenance and inculcate the 
principles of * * * economy,’’ all as set forth in the con- 
stitution of this state, the commissioners believe themselves 
to be amply justified in urging, as they have so often urged 
before, the importance of this subject upon the voters of the 
state. The public revenue, state and municipal, is the voters’ 
business and they are responsible, directly or indirectly, for 
every extravagance affecting it from the inception to the ter- 
mination of the fund. 

Every compulsory contribution levied by public authority 
upon people or property is in the broad sense of the term a 
tax, nor ‘is it made less obnoxious or burdensome if called a fee 
orafine. In the figures that follow therefore, all fees, fines, and 
other exactions, if any, are included with the taxes upon polls 
and estates. To illustrate the comparative importance of 
the two classes, it may be said that the taxes upon polls and 
estates represent about 95 per cent. and all other income about 
5 per cent. of the total revenue of the state, and of the counties, 
cities, towns, districts and precincts therein. 

Taxes as defined above have increased by leaps and bounds 
in recent years. In 1903 the sum of all the taxes assessed by 
and within the state of New Hampshire was $5,373,420.22; 
in 1913 it was $8,765,039.07, an increase of $3,391,618.85, or 
63 per cent. in ten years. But these figures do not adequately 
represent the velocity the upward movement has now attained. 
To show that it is necessary to divide the ten-year period: The 
levy in 1908 was $924,388.79, or 17 per cent. greater than in 
1903, while that in 1913 was $2,467,230.06, or 39 per cent. 
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greater than in 1908. By so much did the advance in the last 
half of said period exceed that in the first half. These figures 
will be the more alarming if it is remembered that while 
taxes already sufficiently heavy were advancing 63 per cent., 
the population of the state increased only about 41% per cent., 
and while the one was advancing 39 per cent., the other in- 
creased only about 214 per cent. 

It is instructive to study the subject from another angle. 
In the ten years from 1904 to 1914, both inclusive, the annual 
increase in all taxes defined and limited as above was as 
follows:

The average yearly increase for the whole period was $336,- 
561.85. The upward trend is more plainly shown, however, 
by dividing, as before, the ten-year period in the middle and 
considering the halves separately. For the first five years 
the average annual increase was $184,877.76; for the last 
five years it was $493,446.01. It is surely pertinent to con- 
sider how long the little state of New Hampshire, almost 
stationary in wealth, can sustain a tax already burdensome 
and increasing at the rate of practically half a million dollars 
a year without crippling her industries and impoverishing 
her people. Plainly it is a condition not calculated to attract 
capital from without the state or to encourage business within 
the same. 

From the per capita standpoint the situation is not less dis- 
turbing. In 1903 there were assessed $12.88 in taxes for each 
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man, woman and child in the state. Five years later there 
were assessed $14.75 for each individual, and in five years 
more $20.09. If in 1913 taxes had been equally distributed 
among all the people it would have meant a burden of $100 for 
each family of five members. Though in reality there was 
little such equality in the assessment, there was much in the 
payment. The fact is, that those who occupy, use or consume 
property, no matter who owns it, are those who in the last 
analysis pay most, if not all, of the taxes thereon. If the wage 
earner or the man of limited means understood he was in reality 
paying something like $100 a year in state and municipal and 
half as much more in federal taxes for the government of him- 
self, his wife and three children his influence and his vote 
would more frequently make for economy in appropriations 
and expenditures than heretofore. 

No statistics for the year 1914 appear in the above para- 
graphs for the reason that they are not yet at hand except in 
part. 


Report of School Board 


To THE CITIZENS OF NEWTON: 

We respectfully call your attention to the following report. 

Prominent features of school administration in Newton 

during the past fiscal year have been the service of new teachers 
who took the places of three that resigned; the installation of 
a steam heating apparatus in the grammar school building; 
the necessity of using a considerable portion of school funds 
to meet additional expense in the transportation of pupils 
attending the grammar school from Newton Junction, owing 
to the rearrangement of train service on the branch line of the 
Boston and Maine railroad; and the resumption of musical 
training. 
- Early in the school year the board adopted the plan of em- 
ploying, so far as possible, when vacancies occur, normal 
school graduates as teachers, in order that the children of the 
town may have the benefit of the methods of instruction most 
approved in educational circles. Three vacancies did occur, 
through resignations. These were of Miss Faye A. Dame, 
who resigned her position in the grammar school to take up 
higher educational work, after two years’ service; of Miss 
Alma B. Nichols, who resigned from the Junction school to 
accept the position in a model school at Wolfeboro; and of Miss 
Ruth M. Tuttle, who resigned as teacher of the Rowe’s Corner 
school. 

Obstacles were met with in the effort to secure a normal 
school graduate for each of these schools, and for only one, the 
Rowe’s Corner school, was such a graduate secured. For this 
school Miss Marion E. McMaster, a graduate of the Lowell 
Normal School, was engaged. Under her the pupils have 
shown a marked improvement in their studies. For the gram- 
mar school the board was fortunate in securing Mrs. Ernest 
N. Seavey, who had formerly taught in the Newton schools, 
and her work has been very satisfactory. Because of the need 
of more thorough training in algebra of the pupils of the ninth 
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grade, to meet the entrance requirements of the Haverhill 
High School, Mrs. Seavey has given a course in this practically 
from the beginning of school in September, when she took 
charge. 

To fill the vacancy that occurred at the Junction, through 
the resignation in the summer of Miss Nichols, Miss Angelia 
E. Kelly was engaged and she has worked efficiently. The 
board was glad to retain the services of Miss Marion E. Davis 
in the village primary school. 

After a lapse of two years, instruction in music was resumed 
in the fall in all the schools, Mrs. O. E. Huse teaching this 
subject at the Junction school and Mrs. Harriet Bartlett at 
the other schools. The results have been entirely satisfactory 
and the pupils have shown a lively interest. 

The board wishes to thank those parents who have assisted 
actively in maintaining discipline and bespeaks the continued 
co-operation of these, and the assistance of other parents in 
securing those desirable conditions that should surround young 
children gathered together for educational purposes. Such 
support has shown a renewed active interest in school welfare. 
More intimate acquaintance of parents with the schools will 
materially aid the teachers, and the board suggests that the 
parents plan to secure such acquaintance through occasional 
visits to the schools. The teachers welcome such visits. The 
board has found that they are anxious for the parents to see 
at first hand what they and the pupils are accomplishing. 

The rearrangement of Boston and Maine trains deprived the 
grammar school pupils from the Junction of railroad service 
at hours convenient for school attendance and resulted in 
additional expenditure for transportation by team. Mr. James 
L. Bartlett was engaged to do this work and has served ac- 
ceptably. When the change in trains was made a member of 
the board wrote in behalf of the board and of the school dis- 
trict a courteous letter, to the proper official of the Boston and 
Maine, and, pointing out the additional financial burden the 
school district must assume if the new train schedule were 
enforced, urged that if possible the road give a service that 
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would be convenient for the children going to and from school. 
The board naturally expected at least an acknowledgment of 
the receipt of the letter. The railroad, however, had apparently 
gone away to hibernate. The silence in the direction of its main 
office has been very. thick. Noreply hascome. The board is 
still waiting. 

Dr. John F. Axtell, with the assistance of Dr. H. G. Leslie, 
medical examiner of the Amesbury, Mass., schools, under the 
medical inspection act adopted by the school district, examined 
all the children in the schools. As a result of this examination 
it was discovered that there were only 10 per cent. of the pupils 
who did not need some attention because of defective teeth, 
eyes or ears, or for other reasons. 

The board wishes to call to the attention of the school dis- 
trict the proposed compulsory supervision of schools act and 
the teachers’ pension bill, now before the legislature. The 
board hereby goes on record as favoring these bills, but in no 
Way presumes to express the sentiments of the school district 
regarding them. However, the board suggests that a vote be 
taken at the annual school meeting on the question whether 
or not the representative in the legislature from Newton shall 
be requested to vote for these bills. Complete information 
regarding them is given in the annual report of the state super- 
intendent of public instruction, which may be had on appli- 
cation to that official, Mr. H. C. Morrison.
